The 
period of redemption for land sold 
last year is about due to expire, 
and the stay of proceedings is in- 
tended mainly to prevent people 
in the drouth districts being dis- 
possessed of their holdings. It 
will, however, operate throughout 
the province, and that there is 
need of some action in _ other 
parts is indicated by the long lists 
of land in arrears now being ad. | 
vertised for sale. | 

Perhaps when the legislature 
gets to dealing with the subject 
it may be found expedient to go 
further than to merely confirm 
the order-in-council or extend it.| 
The whole scheme of tax recovery | 
might be overlooked with a view 
to modification. In recent years 
the tende of legislation in this 
province haggbeen to ‘‘clean up’’ 
the arrears of taxes at all costs. 
The period during which arrears 
are allowed to accumulate has} 
been shortened, the penalties 
made n.ore severe, and the time 
for redemptien eut-down. It is 
at least a fair question for consi- 
deration whether the enforcement 
idea has not been carried further 
than is desirable in the permanent 
law. 

Undoubtedly a condition kad 
grown up that required drastic 
treatment. 
where were in the position of car- 
rying forward tax accounts from 
year to year until the aggregate 
had become stupendous, while 
many of the municipalities 
were in dire need of funds. 
effort had to be made to clear 
the slate.

The arrears of 
long standing have now been 
wiped off the books. To continue 
the legal provisions intended to 
deal with a peculiar and difficult 
situation is entirely a different 
matter. Most of the people whose 
land is now in arrears have shown 
that they are making an earnest 
effort to meet their dues. If they 
cannot do so the effect of contin-
